JUMP FROM AIRPLANE

OWENSVILLE, Mo., 
—Homer Kollmorgen, 
son of the Rev. and Mrs. A. Koll- 
morgen, 4107 Cedarwood place, St. 
Louis County, was killed here yes- 
terday afternoon when a part of 
the harness of his parachute broke 
and he fell 2800 feet as he jumped 
from an airplane piloted by Len 
Frazier of Belleville, Ill. The 
jump was part of an exhibition 
here. 

Kollmorgen’s body fell through 
the roof of a bungalow owned by 
Jack Hinson, into the parlor and 
through the floor into the base- 
ment. Furniture in the room was 
destroyed by the fall of the body 
and the flooring from the attic. 

The youth, according to mem- 
bers of his family, had been para- 
chute jumping since last fall and 
for several weeks had been making 
parachute jumps for Frazier in re- 
turns for lessons in piloting. 

Coroner Julius Lingenfelter of 
Gasconade County returned a ver- 
dict of death as a result of failure 
of a parachute to open, causes un- 
known. Funeral services will be 
held Wednesday.

CHICAGO, June 30.—Led by Pa- 
trick Roche, chief investigator for 
State’s Attorney Swanson, a squad 
of State and Federal officers late 
today raided a room at the Com- 
monwealth Hotel on Diversey 
Parkway and arrested Charles P. 
Cortrad and Willie (Shorty) Cohen, 
reputed “front men’ for George 
(Bugs) Moran. 

As the raiders entered. Cohen 


grabbed a large ledger and threw 
it out the window. It was recov- 
ered by officers and found to con- 
tain a list of about 150 men, many 
of whom are known to be Moran 
gangsters. Roche thinks it is a 
Moran payroll list. 

The arrest followed a tip that 
developed several days ago in New 
York, when Federal officers seized 
a carload of liquor which they said 
Was en route to Chicago for Moran. 
Word of the arrest was suppressed 
to enable the follow-up at the Chi- 
cago end. 

After Cohen and Conrad were 
taken to the office of Assistant 
State’s Attorney Charles F. Kath- 
bun, special prosecutor in the in- 
vestigation of Alfred Lingle’s mur- 
der, a witness to the killing of 
Lingle was taken there in a squad 
car. The reason for the conference 
was not divulged, but it was as- 
sumed to mean that authorities 
think a clew to the murder has 
been found. 

Suspect in the Murder. 

‘Roche’s men also raided an of- 
fice at 520 North Michigan avenue 
and arrested seven men, one of 
whcm is reported to be a suspenct 
in the Lingle killing. They were 
taken to Roche's office and ques- 
tioned. 

The suspect was identified as 
Grover Dullard, reputed bookmaker 
and Moran gang mnember. Investi- 
gators suspect him of having been 
the man who passed the revolver to 
Lingle’s slayer in the Michigan ave- 
nue tunnel at the time of the kill- 
ing He is reported to have been 
seen loitering at the corner of Ran- 
dolph and Clark treets—liccation of 
the Sherman Hotel—shortly before 
Lingle left the hot2l to go to the 
race track. Dullard glso is reputed 
to have been connected with the 
Sheridan Wave Night Club, which 
tried to open in the face of pur- 
ported opposition from Lingle. 

Raiders from State’s Attorney 
Swanson’s office yesterday made a 
series of visits to resorts near 
Burlington, Wis., in an unsuccess- 
ful effort to capture James (Red) 
Forsythe, sought as the slayer of 
Alfred J. Lingle, Chicago Tribune 
gangland reporter. The officers 
think Forsythe was in the vicinity 
but that he was tipped off and 
escaped before the officers ar- 
rived. 

Describes 18-Year Career. 

In’a news page story under the 
signature of Robert M. Lee, city 
editor of the Chicago Tribune, a 
uicture of Lingle as he appeared to 
his fellow workers is goven today. 
This account states that Lingle 
was understood to be well-to-do 
and not dependent upon his $65-a- 
week salary. : 

“Eight years ago, Lingle ex- 
plained that, through the death of 
his father, he had come into con- 
siderable money,” the story said, 
“it is true that the records of the 
Probate Court have since revealed 
that this estate was around $500. 
No one on the Tribune ever took 
the trouble—before the murder— 
to look into this. estate and ascer- 
tain if in fact the father's estate 
was large.”’ 

Lee’s story traced Lingle’s large 
acquaihtanceship, not only among 
gangsters and police heads but also 
among lawyers, judges and fin- 
ancers. The gangster acquaintance- 
ships were looked upon at the time 
as necessary if Lingle were to be 
in a position to report properly 
and accurately the affairs in gang- 
land. In view of developments 


since his murder, the story points, 


some of these acquaintanceships 
have taken on a different sig- 
nificance. 

The report of yen: State’s At- 
torney’s investigators, made public 
yesterday, went into detail con- 
cerning Lingle’s money affairs as 
disclosed by a survey of his bank- 
ing accounts. It disclosed deposits

Would Bury St. Louis Law Suit 
Exhibit at Green River 
Rendezvous. 


Sublette County, Wyoming, the 
rendezvous of the Sublette Brothers 
in the early days of far Western 
fur trapping and trading, wants the 
bones of Pinkney W. Sublette—that 
soap box full of crumbling remajns 
which have reposed these 32 years 
in the basement of the old Court- 
house, awaiting the call to bear 


mute testimony in a lawsuit over | 


the disposition of a $3,000,000 
tract of St.’ Louis land. 

The request, received today by 
Circuit Clerk Schmoll, came from 
Perry W. Jenkins, of Big Piney, 
Wyo., vice president for Wyoming 
of the Great Lakeus-St. Lawrence 
Tidewater Association, who was a 
megiber of the Wyoming Lefisla- 
ture which laid out and named 
Sublette County in honor of the 
pioneer family whose history was 
its history. 

“Here they laid the fcundations 
for the Sublette fortune,” Jenkins 
wrote. “If the remains are re- 
stored to the family, I have made 
arrangements to have them re- 
moved to Sublette County and bur- 
ied at the old rendezvous on Green 
River. This is a famous and his- 
toric spot and we consider it ap- 
propriate that Mr. Sublette should 
find his last resting place on the 
ground that was very dear tc him.” 

The letter said the county would 
pay for transportation, burial and 
marking the grave. Sublette was 
originally buried in the Green Riv- 
er Valley, his bones and a piece o7 
the headstone being removed to St. 
Louis to establish the date of his 
death and effect the rights of cer- 
tain heirs. They were used in the 
first suit and have been held on 
account of uncertainty regarding 
the disposition of a second suit. 

Sublette County is in the central 
western part of the State, 25 miles 
from the Idaho line. | 

After appearing before the 
judges of the Circuit Court at their 
general term meeting today, 
Schmoll announced he would file 
a motion in the assignment divi- 
sion asking permission to release 
the bones from custody of the 
court, He said he had the word of 
R. M. Nichols, attorney in the case, 
that there would be no future use 
of them as an exhibit. 

Accompanying the bones is a 
tombstone fragment marked “P. W. 
S., d. 1865.” 


‘SOUTHERN CROSS FLYERS 


CALL AT WHITE HOUSE 


Kingsford-Smith and Stannage 
Are Presented by Am- 
bassador Lindsay.

WASHINGTON, June 30. — 
Charles Kingsford-Smith and the 
trio who flew the Atlantic with 
him in the Southern Cross today 
were received by President Hoover 
in the Blue Room at P as White 
House. 

Accompanied by Ronn’ Fok- 
ker, plane designer and builder; 
Bernt Balchen, Byrd’s South Pole 
pilot, and Eddie Rickenbacker, 
World War ace, the quartet earlier 
had arrived at Bolling Field in a 
huge silver and crimson mono- 
plane. 

Sir Ronald Lindsay, British Am- 
bassador, had placed his motor 
car at the disposal of the flyers 
but Capt. J. Patrick Saul, co-pilot, 
found William J. B. McCaulay, 
Charge d’Affaires of the Irish 
Free State, waiting for him, and 
Evart Van Dyk, Dutch = subject, 
was taken in tow by J. H.- Van 
Royen, the Netherlands Minister. 

President Hoover, busy in — his 
office, arrived at the White House 
just in time to greet Kingsford- 
Smith and J. W. Stannage, radio 
pilot from South America, who 
were presented by Sir Rohald 
Lindsay, British Ambassador. Saul 
and Dyk followed in separate par- 
ties and were presented by Mc- 
Caulay and Van Royen. 

The flyers were taken to the 
Senate, where the Senators shook 
their hands. Senators and specta- 
tors applauded as they left the 
chamber with the British Ambassa- 
dor to take off, for New York. 


VON LUCKNER’S SHIP DAMAGED 
BY FIRE AT NEW YORK PIER 


Blaze in Galley and Mess Room 
of the Mopelia Caused by 
Igniting of Oil. 


NEW YORK, June 30,—¥Fire 
early today damaged the galley 
and mess room of the Mopelia, the 
four-masted schodner of Count 
Felix von Luckner, German “sea 
devii,” at its pier at Seventy-ninth 
street and’ the Hudson River.

A city fireboat 
extinguished the blaze.

They Have Beaten St. Louis 
Robin’s Record by 36 
Hours—Tired and Worn, 


but Remain Determined, 


They Say. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, June 80.—Outriding 


a terrific thunderstorm and over- 
coming trouble in refueling, the 
Hunter Brothers fought off sleep 
today to prolong their record en- 


durance plane flight over Sky Har- 
bor. At 3:40 p. m. (Central Stand- 
ard time) today they nad been in 
the air 456 hours or 19 days. They 
hoped to keep going to July 4. 
They have cclipsed the world’s rec- 
ord for such a flight by 36 hours, 
and their motor was functioning 
well. 

On the ground watching was the 
rest of the Hunter family—three 
of them a part of the flight—all 
of them from Sparta, Ill. 

John and Kenneth pilot the en- 
durance plane, worn, unkempt but 
determined. Walter and Albert, 
with “Big Ben,” furnish fuel and 
food contacts, and their sister, 
Irene, cooks the food. Mother 
Hunter sends words of encourage- 
ment to her two “boys” in the 
air. ; 

The plane swooped low over Sky 
Harbor at 1 p. m,. today, a note 
fluttered to earh, and the refuel- 
ing plane went aloft to make con- 
tact for the one hundred and sixty- 
eighth time. 

Hundreds of persons still 
thronged the field today to watch 
the plane, which drones hither and 
yon not far from its base. Yester- 
day thousands packed every. ap- 
proach to the airport. 

The flyers were urged on by 
many bonuses for each hour they 
exceed the record set by the St 
Louis Robin in July 1929. 


In a note dropped this morning 
the pilots wrote: ‘We feel pretty 
good. Sometimes kind of bad. We 
have had a few bad nights with 
the weather. Suppose Chicago is 
noted for that.”’ 

The old mark of ‘“‘The St. Louis 
Robin,” 420 hours, 21 minutes and 
30 seconds, Was passed at 5:01:30 
a. m. (Central standard time) yes- 
terday. 

Although the record set by Dale 
Jackson and Forest O’Brine last 
July 30 in St. Louis was equaled 
at a minute and a half after 4 a. 
m, yesterday, it was necessary for 
the Hunters to remain aloft an 
hour longer to be clocked official- 
ly by W. P. McFarland and Maj, 
Luke Christopher of the National 
Aeronautical Association’s Contest 
Committee. 

The cheers of thousands burst 
the Sudnay stillness at Sky Harbor 
Airport when the plane came 
through the dawn with a new rec- 
ord on its wings. Half of this 
crowd had come early and the 
other half stayed late. 

Army Planes Salute Them, - 

About 20 Army planes—pursuits 
and bombers here for the Army 
show—went up in the afternoon 
in salute formation. More than 
40,000 automobiles honked on the 
field and nearby roads, 

There are four of these Hunter 
boys. They come from Sparta, 
Dl. John is 27 and Kenneth 21; 
Albert 33, and Walter, 24, make up 
the ground crew that has made 166 
refueling contacts with the plane 
up to.this morning. Their sister, 
Irene, also a pilot, cooks the meals. 

Sparta poured hundreds of con- 
gratulatory messages into the 
Hunter, camp at Sky Harhor — 
and many chartered busses, rode 
trains and drove automobiles to 
keep Sparta represented at the 
record-breaking flight. , 

Most of the messages were 
opened by the brothers’ mother, 
Mrai Ida Hunter, and were then 
sent aloft, 

“Every time we go up, John and 
Kenneth stick their heads out the 
cabin windows and grin ftom ear 
to ear,” said brothers Albert and 
Walter after one of their refueling 


trips yesterday.

Crusader eas *, 85 Fol- 
lowing Two-Month Illpess 
With Heart Disease.

WASHINGTON, June 30. -—— Dr. 


Harvey W. Wiley, noted pure food 


advocate, died shortly after 2 a. 
m. today. He had been in a seri- 
ous condition from heart disease 
for the last two months at his 
home. He was 85 years old. 

Chief chemist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for almost 30 
years, he led the fight which re- 
sulted in enactment of the pure 
food and drug laws, To the last 
he kept his eye on their admin- 
istration, ‘

occupied territories. 

The French flag was taken down 
at dawn from the headquarters of 
the Rhineland High Commission 
at Wiesbaden and from the French 
general military headquarters here 
at 11:15 a. m. The last troops, 
comprising 800 men, left during the 
aftérnoon, and thus France is out 
of the occupied territory, Theo- 
retical French occupation will con- 
tinue until midnight. The German 
celebration is to start at midnight 
and continue until dawn. 

The last troops of the French 
army of occupation evacuated 
Mayence at 1:30 p. m, Colorful 
spectacles preceded the departure. 
The populace gathered in the court 
facing the former Grand Duca! 
Palace which had been the head- 
quarters of Gen. Guillaumat, com- 
mander-in-chief of the French 
army of occupation, 

General Leaves. 

At 10:30 a. m. the last battalion 
of the French garrison of Mayence 
marched into the court playing 
martial airs. At exactly 11:10 a. 
m. Gen. Guillaumat, 
galia, came out of the headquar- 
ters accompanied by President 
Tirardo of the Inter-allied Rhine- 
land Commission, who was attired 
in the conventional cutaway and 
carried a cane. He had just ar- 
rived from the Wiesbaden evacua- 
tion ceremony. 

The troops saluted Guillaumat 
and his companion, then, at the 
word of command, snapped into a 
salute with their eyes raised to the 
tricolor fluttering above the palace. 
The band struck up the Marseil- 
laise and the colors slowly descend- 
ed.

$30,000 IN LIQUOR 


Gang of 15. Works Three 
Hours to Remove Alcohol 
From Chicago Building in 
Big Trucks.

CHICAGO, June 30.—Fifteen

Pistols 
were thrust against his side and he 
was’ bound, gagged and blindfold- 
ed. The gang leader then admitted 
the others and the three-hour job 
of carrying out the cases of liquor 
to trucks was begun. 

The raid on the warehouse did 
not end until shortly after 1 
o'clock this morning. 

The liquor was stored on the 
second floor, and the night watch- 
man said that many trips were 
made on the elevator to the 
ground floor, where it was loaded 
into trucks. The raiders worked 
fast. 

Police think-the raid may have 
been inspired by the desperate 
plight in vrhich liquor syndicates 
have found themselves as a result 
of the recent police shakeup. The 
police theory is that a syndicate, 
finding its source of supply from 
outside Chicago endangered, ar- 
ranged the raid so as to obtain 
liquor with which to meet the de- 
mands of its trade.

pour, then headed back, landing at 
Curtiss Field at 9:03 p. m. 

At Hamilton, Bermuda, the fly- 
ers dropped a sack of mail. In tt 
was a cablegram addressed to Dr. 
James H. Kimball, New York me- 
teorologist, congratulating him on 
the accuracy of the weather re- 
ports which he had furnished the 
flyers before the start. 

The flight to the island required 
9 hours and 19 minutes, the plane 
arriving over Hamilton at 1:20 p. 
m. The return flight was made in 
7 hours, 43 minutes. 

The flyers said they had no trou- 
ble in finding the island although 
it is a low-lying spot in the At- 
lantic and they were troubled with 
fog part of the way. 

The purpose of the filght was to 
test the feasibility of commercial 
air travel between New York and 
the winter resort of Bermuda. 

The Columbia was the plane in 
which Clarence D. Chamberlin and 
Charles A. levine flew from Roose- 
velt Field io Germany in June, 
1927.

I have not heard of an old-fash- 
ioned temperance Iécture since the 
Volstead act was passed. The 
whole spirit of the times has 
changed. No longer is the evil of 
intemperance portrayed as a sin 
against individual character, a 
crime against self-restraint, a de- 
bauchery of morals, to be dealt 
with by the moral forces of soci- 
ety, the church, the school, the 
home. Instead, there are only de- 
mands for harsher penalties and 
enforcement of the law. 

Indeed, the very word “moral” 
has become suspect and all too fre- 
quently is viewed with ironical 
skepticism if not with contempt. It 
is regarded as the cloak of hy- 
pocrisy or the mask of persecution. 
Recently an able writer, himself as 
truly moral a young man as any of 
my acquaintance, complained of the 
repetition in a radio address by 
President Hoover of the phrase 
“spiritual and moral values,” as 
twaddle. So much has 0been 
crammed down our throats in 
the name of morality that the very 
sound of the word has become 
nasty.

“Morality” is soon transformed into 
an approbrious epithet when it 
serves the ends of persecution. 
“Liberty” a mockery when it con- 
sists in depriving others of their 
liberty. 

Prohibition has not only debased 
sound and homely words but it has 
added to daily speech a new vocab- 
ulary of horrors. “Gangster,”’ 
“Racketeer.” ‘“Bootlegger,” “Hi- 
jacker,” “Take him for a ride,” 
“Put him on the spot,” “Poisoned 
hooch,” “Jake-foot paralysis,”— 
these are only a few of the ex- 
pressions that have become house- 
hold words under prohibition’s re- 
formatory reign. To these must be 
added the unwholesome, filthy jar- 
gon of the brothel and the under- 
world.

Cotton Mather, Conspirator 


If today’s inhuman laws had been 
in force through the ages, how 
many of the wisest and the best 
would have been cut off from any 
opportunity to help their fellow- 
men and to carry on the torch of 
civilization ? 

One of the earliest and most cel- 
ebrated clergymen of colonial New 
England, a man almost notorious 
in this country’s annals for piety 
and religious zeal, the Rev. Cotton 
Mather, would have been hauled 
out of his pulpit and sent to jafl for 
conspiracy to violate the prohibi- 
tion laws and inciting to piracy. In 
1682, ht wrote to his friend, John 
Higginson: 

* There is now at sea a ship 
called the Welcome, which has 
On board .... heretics and ma- 
lignants called Quakers, with W. 
Penn .... the chief scamp, at 
the head of them. The general 
court has accordingly given se- 
cret orders .... to waylay the 
said Welcome, slyly ...... and 
make captive the said Penn and 
his ungodly crew. so that the 
Lord may be glorified, and not 
mocked on the soil of this new 
country with the heathen wor- 
ship of these people. Much spoil 
can be made by selling the whole 
lot to Barbadoes, where slaves 
fetch good prices in rum and 
sugar, and we shall not only do 
the Lord great service by punish- 
ing the wicked, but we shall 
make great good for his minister 
and people.

Benjamin Franklin would have 
been locked up years before the 
Revolution. During the French and 
Indian wars, he commanded 50 
men and rationed out a gill of rum 
to each man every day just after 
prayers. ‘‘Never were prayers more 
generally and punctually attend- 
ed,” wrote Franklin. “I thought 
this method preferable to the pun- 
ishment inflicted by some military 
laws for nonattendance at divine 
service.” This humanitariaa scheme 
involved illicit possession, trans- 
portation and barter according to 
present Volstead standards. 


Where Washington Erred. 


George Washington would have 
been another victim of the luw in 
pre-Revolutionary days. He would 
never have reached the frozen, con- 
secrated ground of Valley forge 
nor have attained the heights at 
Yorktown. His record is particu- 
larly black. As early as 1753 it is 
recorded that he supplied an In- 
dian woman with rum. In 1766, 
he shipped a no-account slave to 
the West Indies to be sold “for 
whatever he will fetch” and de- 
sired to receive the proceeds of 
the sale on molasses, rum, limes, 
“and the residue, much or littic in 
good cold spirits.” 

When Washington was standing 
for election to the Virginia House 
of Burgesses, he furnished the 
voters of Frederick County enter- 
tainment which included “40 gal- 
lons of rum-punch, 15 gallons of 
wine, 30 gallons of strong beer, 10 
bowls of punch.” Calculate, if you 
can, the sentences that might be 
imposed for such flagrant prohibi- 
tion violations. Moreover, to these 
must be added the charge of man- 
ufacturing alcoholic beverages, for 
at Mount Vernon, Washington 
maintained a brewery where Small 
beer was brewed. 

The list of miscreants and cul- 
prits could be widened and length- 
ened until it embraces every man or 
bey enlisted in the revolutionary 
cause. But even if enough of them 
had managed to elude the spies 
and snoops of prohibition enforce- 
ment and had established the Con- 
stitution, the Volstead regime 
would have held other terrors for 
the struggling little nation.

was that labeled ‘The Supreme 
Court,’ as their honors, the Justices, 
used tc make a direct importation 
every year, and sip it as they con- 
sulted over the cases before them 
every day after dinner, when the 
cloth had been removed.” 

No, with prohibition in force, the 
Constitution would have had to 
wait until the coming of those gi- 
ants of the law and heralds of re- 
form, Wayne B. Wheeler and An- 
drew Volstead. For both Marshall 
and Story would have been in the 
hoose-gow, serving sentences for 
“direct importation of alcoholic 
liquor for beverage purposes.”’ 

Simply apply the principle of 
prohibition to the annals of our 
national development, and the glor- 
ious recital beccmes‘the gibberish 
of an idiot. This thing cannot be 
mentioned in the same breath with 
liberty. If prohibition is _ right, 
then liberty is wrong. The 
could not have dwelt together in 
any era of our country’s history. 

The admission of prohibition as 
a political concept thwarts, modi- 
fies and negatives every funda- 
mental upon which our go0vern- 
ment was builded. 

Ponder, if you will, the definition 
of The New Freedom, as enunci- 
ated by the Rey. Ernest H. Cher- 
rington, press agent of the Anti-

LA PAZ, Bolivia, June 30.— 


Victorious at every turn, although 
not without a heavy price in hu- 
man life and property, a revolting 
military group today ‘ developed 
plans for restoring the nation to a 
constitutional basis. La Paz «und 
other cities were without fighting 
for the first time in a week. 

Soldiers of the revolution were 
showered today with flowers by 
exultant citizens of the landlocked 
republic, happy in their escape 
from the allegedly attempted dic- 
tatorship of Dr. Hernando Siles, 
who resigned as president to econ- 
nive at re-election. 

Dr. Siles and his family were 
refugees at the Brazilian legation. 
Gen. Hans Kundt, German com- 
mander of the Bolivian armies, 
was a refugee at the German 
legation. He had been reported 
killed. The revolt was as much 
an anti-Kundt as anti-Siles 
Triumph, the former German of- 
ficer having made himself unpop- 
ular with his prussianizing of the 
army and hig championship of Dr. 
Siles. 

So much have. conditions im- 
proved since last week when the 
few remaining troops loyal to the 
government and the _ revolting 
forces fought hand-to-hand bat- 
tles in the street, that the mili- 
tary junta, or governing commit- 
tee headed by Gen. Blanco Ga- 
lindo, considered lifting the “state 
of siege,” or semi-martial law im- 
posed by the Siles regime during 
the last days of its power. 

There still was no count of dead 
and wounded, but the toll was 
heavy. Students in the military 
academy, mere boys inflamed with 
patriotic fervor, suffered most 
y heavily. 

In the fighting, these youths and 
Supporting forces were driven 
from the city to the mountains 
overlooking its valley. The loyal 
government troops rebelled when 
ordered to fight the La Paz popu- 
lace, and the boys.with elder sol- 
diers from Viacha and Orwro fi- 
nally re-entered the city in vic- 
tory. 

Return of the country to a con- 
stitutional basis, with free elec- 
tions and designation of a new 
chief executive under such condi- 
tions that he will not be able to 
perpetuate himself in office, were 
said today to be the goal of the 
new military government. 


Mexico City Political Parade, 

MEXICO CITY, June 30. — In 
the largest political demonstration 
since before the general elections 
last November, more than 30,000 
adherents of the National Revolu- 
tionary party yesterday marched in 
review before President Ortiz 
Rublo, former President Portes Gil 
and members of the Cabinet. The 
manifestation was planned to show 
the party’s strength before the 
nation-wide election of Deputies 
and Senators next Sunday. More 
than half of the members of both 
houses will be chosen.

The minority report stressed in 
particular the contention that. the 
treaty fails to give America equa!- 
ity in sea power with Great Britain. 
And that it will not effect a sav- 
ing to the nation’s taxpayers. 

Moses, who is leading a move- 
ment to defer consideration of the 
treaty in the Senate until Novei- 
ber, attached a personal memoran- 
dum to the report in which he said 
“indecent haste’ was being used in 
obtaining ratification. 

The report said the three Sena- 
tors disclaimed militarism aud 
Jingoism and that they “have ever 
been and still are advocates of 
fair naval limitation and hone.:t 
naval reduction.”

Thus, 
to aid a comparatively small number of sugar and 
cane farmers in this country, we are seriously tm/ 
pairing one of the best markets for American 
manufactured articles. 
To cope with the political unrest caused by eco- 
nomic conditions, President Machado has taken a leaf 
from Mussolini. His drastic decree of last winter 
forbidding all labor, political or other public meet- 
ings or parades was held uncenstitutional, but it 
aroused deep resentment and was followed by a 
strike of 200,000 workers. Machado’s repressive 
measures are declared by his opponents to have re- 
sulted in the abrogation of the most precious rights 
of Cuban citizens, freedom of speech, press and as 
sembly. On Cuba’s Independence day, May 20, troops 
broke up a political meeting and in the melée six 
were killed and 21 injured. 
Our intimate historical, political, financial and 
economical relationship with Cuba makes these con- 
ditions of deep concern to us. Will our short-sighted 
economic policy toward the island again result in 
American intervention, with all the ill will, scandal, 
and bloodshed that such action usually implies?

Thus is demonstrat- 
ed in striking fashion several angles of the farm prob- 
lem: the matter of gluts and surpluses, the difficul- 
ties of distribution and marketing, the obstacles in 
getting consumer and producer together.

T the beginning of its independent ca- 

reer, Cuba was poor. Its inherited cap- 

ital had been destroyed by war. but 
foreign capital was quick to recognise the 
possibilities in the rehabilitation of the 
island. Investments from the outside 
poured in, e$pecially from the United States, 
till today it is said that Americans have 
over $1,500,.000,000 invested in Cuba Al- 
though much American capital has been 
sunk beyond possibility of return, and al- 
though many corporations have been great- 
ly over-capitalized, it is true that a large 
part of productive Cuban enterprises is still 
in the hands of Americans. 

Because the Allies urgently needed sugar, 
the United States requested Cuba to in- 
crease its capacity for production. This 
was done, and the product was turned over 
to the United States Sugar Commissioner 
at the price which the Commission set, 
though it might have been sold in the opén 
market for a much larger price. 

Soon after the war was ended, that Com- 
mission went out of business. In 1920 the 
price of sugar rosé to such heights that 
speculation was encouraged, then dropped 
suddenly. Many people lost all they had.

In 1922, the United States imposed a 
considerable duty on Cuban sugar, which 
now amounts to more than the Cuban pro- 
ducer feceives, so that for every pound of 
sugar produced in Cuba and sent to the 
United States, the United States Geovern- 
ment collects more im taxes than goes to 
Cuba to pay for the labor, capital and man- 
agement needed te produce the sugar.

Paris, June 29.— : 
ARIS awakens in me, for a few 
weeks only, a taneous 
gaiety I am rarely able to ex- 
perience elsewhere. The ‘minute I 
step from the Gare St. Lazarre in- 
to its incoherent activity \I am 
seized with an urge to go skipping 
down the main plaisance balancing 
a feather on my nose, shouting 
00-la-la’s. 

The ohittartone bistros, the honk- 
ing taxis, the marble topped ter- 
rasse tables dotted with blue selt- 
zer bottles, the mirrored shops, the 
belled work horses, the chirping 
chatter and the volatile shrugging 
have the same intoxicatién of na- 
tive heady wines. Yet in a little 
while I want to get away-—as 
weary of Paris as a~child of a 
new toy. 

I have never arrived without 
feeling I could spend eternity here 
and I have never left without hop- 
ing I will never see it again. A 
fickle jade—as fickle as the most 
heartless nymph du pave who 
tosses a sly smile over her shoulder 
along the boulevard. But such 
good company! 

A hotel porter took our baggage 
and we decided to walk—the sun 
shining as only it shines in Paris. 
It was noon time and the iron 
shutters were being lowered for 
the two-hour siesta. Paris was a 
confusing whirl of midinettes, be- 
whiskered bicyclists, yipping dogs, 
and laughter—always 
laughter! 

Many have told me the charm 
‘*tireless 
matter what 
Paris is al- 
ways the same. Yet to me Paris 
has all the quick changing quali- 
ties of the chameleon. If one is 
sad, Paris weeps and if one is 
gay Paris will effervesce. 

But the emotional side of France 
is as light as fluff and is worn on 
the sleeve. At heart it is the most 
unsentimental and commercially 
minded of nations. ‘iit is the great 
protean actor——the volatile poseur. 
It dresses Paris, its show window, 
and waits in the wings “to steal a 
bow.”’
